THEY ARE SATISFIED 


That Any Attempt at Financial Legis- 
lation Will Be Useless. 
Washington, February 15.—There will be 
no further financial legislation attempted 
by the house at this session. The defeat 
of two banking bills und one bond bill in 
quick succession satisfies the democratic 
leaders that a majority of the house cannot 
be brought to the support of any measure. 
There was some talk in the house today 
that some measure of financial relief might 
be engrafted upon the general deficiency 
appropriation bill when it is taken up in 
the senate, but it is not definitely known 
if this attempt will be seriously made. 
The members of the house are now looking 
forward with impatience to adjournment, 
and the committee on rules is constantly 
importuned for special orders for certain 
important bills that have not yet reeeived 
consideration by the house, but which it is 
believed can be rushed through the senate 
if they can reach that body during the last 
week of the session. One of these is the 
naval reorganization bill and another is 

the Nicaragua canal bill. 

All talk of an extra session has ended 
and it is believed that when congress ad- 
journs on the 4th of March next it will not 
be asked to convene again until the regular 
meeting day in December.

INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


Discussion in the House on the Naval 


Appropriation Bill. 

Washington, February 15.—The house met 
today at 11 o'clock and after the passage 
of a few private bills, the naval appropria- 
tion bill tgp the year ending June 30, 1896, 
Was taken up in committee of the whole, 
after having been on the calendar 
weeks, its friends having expected every 
week within that period to ask its consider- 
ation. The contents of the bill were ex- 
piained by Mr. ‘Talbott, democrat, of Mary- 
land. The total amount carried was $31,807,- 
023; the estimate originally made was $30,- 
952,096 .

THROUGH WITH POSTOFFICE BILL. 


- The Senate Takes Up the Agricultural 


Appropriations. 

Washington, February 15+-The last steps 
Were teken in the senate today in the 
disposition of the postoffice appropriation 
bill, which had been under consideration 
every day since Monday. A final effort was 
made on the part of the cominittee on ap- 
prcpriations to reduce the coinpensation 
of the railroad companies for the use of 
pcc<tal cars, in the shape of an amendment 
oifered by Mr. Blackburn to cut down the 
appropriation to $3,205,000 to tne extent of 
10 per cent, and the senate decided against 
it—yeas 19, nays 36. It had previously 
negatived a similar proposition which had 
come over from yesterday, and which ap- 
plied only to the fast mail service from 
Springheld, Mass., to Atlanta and New Or- 
leans—the vote on that proposition being, 
yeas 18 nays 31. Then an effort was maue 
by Senator Bryce to have the $196,000 which 
is appropriated for this latter service, di- 
vided with a similar fast line in the west, 
from Ohio to Texas and Florida, but this 
met with no more favor than the others, 
and was laid on the table by a vote of 
eZ to 33. And then the bill was passed. 

The agricultural bill followed, and had 
not been finally acted on when the senate 
adjourned at 5:55 o’clock. 

There was considerable discussion over 
an amendment reported from the commit- 
tee oh appropriations for a modilication of 
the law relating to the inspection of cattle 
and meats for exportation, and Mr. Platt 
opposed any change in the law that looked 
to the propitiation of Germany. This 
amendment and others relating to irriga- 
tion, plants and seeds, also went over to 
be further discussed and acted on to- 
morrow. 

The house bill to abolish the differential 
duties on sugar was reported favorably 
and without amendment from the finance 
committee, and was placed on the calendar 
with a resolution offered by Mr. Aldrich 
to recommit it with instructions looking 
to the re-enactment of the reciprocity and 
sugar Bounty provisions of the McKinley 
act,.and to the reimposition of a duty on 
wool. 

Mr. Butler made a speech in advocacy 
of the pooling bill, but made no effort to 
have the bill brought before the senate. 

Mr, Coke reported a resolution which 
was agreed to, for the establishment of an 
experimental fish station on the coast of 
Florida. 

After a short executive Session, the sen- 
ate, at 5:50 o’clock, adjourned until to- 
morrow.

The North Carolina Senator Urged for 
the Mexican Ministry. 

Washington, February 15.~It was rumor- 
ed about the capitol this afternoon that 
the president will be urged to appoint Sen- 
ator Ransom ‘to be minister to Mexico to 
succeed the late Minister Gray, of Indiana, 
whose death was announced this morning. 
Mr. Ransom’s term of office as a senator 
expires with this congress, and it is said 
that the president would he very glad to 
tender him this appointment. 

The talk about the nomination of Senator 
Ransom to be minister to Mexico. to fill 
the place made vacant by the death of 
the late Minister Gray, resulted this after- 
noon in the circulation of a petition +o the 
president, asking him to nominate Mr. Ran- 
som to that place. This petition was 
Signed by every democratic senator present 
and when the senate adjourned there were 
about twenty-five signatures to the peti- 
tion. The remainder of the democratic 
senators will sign the petition tumorrow 
and it will then be sent to the pres: lent.

Chancellor Von Hobenlohe Intimates That 
the Government Would Be Willing 
to See One—Balfour a Member.

Berlin, February 15.—The reichsteg today 
debated the interpellation of the govern- 
ment by Count von Mirbach, the agrarian 
leader, urging the gevernment to call an 
international monetary conference with a 
view of remonetizing silver. 

Count von Mirbach held that the time 
wes opportune for Germany to summor 
ecch a conference. The trade of the worid, 
he said, was suffering from tiie disordered 
state of the currency of the various coun- 
tries, and an internaticnal agreement fixing 
the ratvo of the metals was the sole solu- 
tion of the difficulty. 

Count Merbert Bismarck said that events 
had proved that a bimetallic currency was 
the best for the interests of national pros- 
perity. Former monetary conferences, he 
said, had failed because the representatives 
of the powers had attended them without 
any fixed instructions. If a new conference 
were arranged, (f”ermany must come to an 
entente with at least one other power re- 
garding the basis of the conference. Of 
England, he said that bimetallism had 
made great progress there, and had obtain- 
ed great popularity. His friend, Mr. Bal- 
fcur, would without doubt be a member of 
the next British ministry, and would help 
to achfeve victory fur the Knglish bimetal- 
lic union. 

Chanceflor ven Hohenlohe intimated that 
the government would be witling to confer 
with the federal governments upon the 
question of entering into negotiations with 
the powers in regard to the advisability 
of changing the monetary system. 

What Englishmen Think. 

London, February 15.—The Standard will 
comment tomorrow at length upon Prince 
Hohenlohe’s statement and the fact that 
the Count von Mirbach’s proposal is sup- 
ported by more than half the members of 
the reichstag. “It is certain,’’ The Stand- 
ard will say, ‘“‘that the resolution will be 
passed after the debate tomorrow. How. 
ever, there is little hope that a new con- 
ference will have a better result than the 
ove held in Brussels.”’ 


ASK FOR THE RECORDS. 


Great Britain Will Inquire Into Rick- 
ards’s Trinl. 

London, February 15.—In the house of 
commons today Sir Edward Gray, under 
foreign secretary, said that any agree- 
ment with Belgium which gave to Frahce 
or any other power the right to pre-empt 
territory in the Congo state, without the 
consent of the great powers, was not valid. 
No such consent, Sir Edward added, had 
been given in connection with the agree- 
ment between Belgium and France, just 
published, and the right of pre-emption 
over the Congo’ state claimed by France 
had not been recognized. 

Mr. Chamberlain moved an amendment 
to the address that it is contrary to pub- 
lic interest that the time of parliament 
be occupied in the discussion of measures 
which, according to the statements of the 
ministers themselves, there is no prospect 
of passing, while proposals involving great 
constitutional changes have been an- 
nounced upon which the judgments should 
be taken without delay. 

Sir Thomas Roe asked the government, 
in accordance with previous notice, what 
information they had received concerning 
the sentence of death which had been 
passed upon W. H. Rickards, a British 
subject, in Hawaii. 

Sir Edward Gray said that Mr. Hawes, 
British commissioner at Hionolulu, had 
asked the Hawaiian government to reprieve 
Rickards for a sufficient length of time to 
enable the commissioner to send to the 
home government the records of Rickards’s 
trial. The sentence imposed upon Rickards 
had not yet been confirmed by the presi- 
dent of the Hawaiian republic and instruc- 
tions had been forwarded by wire, as far 
as possible, to Commissioner Hawes to ask 
for a delay of the execution of the sen- 
tence. Mr. Hawes was also instructed that 
if Rickards had been condemned to death 
for complicity only, or for actual partici- 
pation in the revolt against the Hawaiian 
government, without having had a fair 
and open trial with ample opportunity for 
defense, the evidence upon which his sen- 


tence was grounded was to be sent to the 


home government. Commissioner Hawes, 
he said, was also instructed to act in con- 
cert with the representatives of the United 
States at Honolulu, who had received in- 


structions similar to those directed to him- * 


self. 


DENY BEBEL’S STATEMENT 


That the Crew of the Elbe Were Not 
Drilled. 

Berlin, February 15.—During the discus- 
sion in the reichstag yesterday on the vote 
for the maritime accidents’ department, 
Dr. Von Boetticher, imperial secretary for 
the interior, declared that the Germanic 
Lioyds had experts at all their ports, whose 
duty it was to test ships and, if the ves- 
sels were in course of construction, to see 
that the instructions in regard to safety 
were fully carried out. Moreover, he said, 
he had before him copies of the testimony 
given by rescued passengers and sailors of 
the Elbe, wherein it was stated that neither 
the captain nor the crew of that ship were 
in any respect blamable for her loss. 

In regard to the statement made by Herr 
Bebel, that the bulkheads of the Elbe were 
open, that gentleman was mistaken, for 
the doors were closed, as shown by the de- 
position of the sailor who announced the 
fact to the captain, but the collision smash- 
ed the bulkhead, which was the connecting 
wall between the engine room and the 
boiler room. As to the allegations that the 
crew had not been drilled in the handling 
and lowering of boats, he did not believe 
they were true 45, according to previous 
information obtained by him, the North 
German Lloyds’ ships had their crews prac- 
tice in the boat Grill during voyages.

German Elections. 

Berlin, F@ruary 15.—The second ballot in 
the Wurtemburg parliamentary elections 
has increased the gains of the democratic 
opposition. Of twenty-six districts the 
danocrats have captured fourteen. In Stutt- 
gart the result has not been announced, 
but it is thought to favor the democrats. 
It looks now as if the united opposition 
would number fifty-one deputies and the

TROOPS RETURNING, 


General Santos Announces That He 
Has Whipped the Venezuelans. 

New York, February 15.—The Colombian 
consul general in this city has reeeived the 
following from his home government: 

“Panama, February 13.—The government 
has ordered the return of the Cancan 
troop, their presence now being unneces- 
sary in the department of Tolima. Gen- 
eral Santos, governor of Santander, an- 
nounces a complete victory over the in- 
vaders from Venezuela into the said de- 
partment. The rebellion may now be con- 
sidered entirely over. 

“ARANGO, Governor.” 
Officially Notified. 

Washington, February 15.—Secretary 
Gresham received the following cablegram, 
dated from Minister McKinney, at Bogota, 
Colombia, today: 

“Minister of foreign affairs requests us to 
say the revolution is practically ended. No 
fears of any further trouble.

NOT YET SETTLED. 


Mexico and Guatemala Have Not Come 
to Terms. 

St. Louis, Mo., February 15.—A_ special 
from the City of Mexico to The Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, says that Don Ignacio Mariscal, 
minister of foreign relations in the Mexican 
cabinet, yesterday said that the end of 
the. Guatemalan question is not yet in 
sight. The secretary indicated that the 
neighboring republic is still at its tactics 
of evading the real questions in dispute 
with Mexico and endeavoring to gain all 
the time possible. It is reported from al- 
leged official information that the matter 
has been amicably settled; that Guatemala 
had acceded to Mexico’s demands for in- 
demnity, but in the sum of $1,500,000 in 
place of $1,800,000, as at first claimed by 
Mexico, and that under this arrangement 
the final survey of the boundary and the 
consequent permanent settlement of the 
troublesome question would at once begin. 
The statement of the foreign muainister 
would seem to show, however, that to all 
intents and purposes, an amicable settle- 
ment of the dispute is as far away as ever. 
The war fever has perceptibly diminished, 
but is ready to break out again among the 
Mexican people on the slightest provoca- 
tion. es Ghee 

Amnesty to Prisoners.

A Mexican Editor Arrested. 
City of Mexico, February 15.—A sensation 
bas been created in newspaper circles by 
the arrest and_ solitary confinement 
in prison of Jose Grandera de Ve- 
lasco, managing editor of La Rasea Lati- 
na. The warrant was issued by Judge 
Velasquez and the charges are abuse of 
public officials through the columns of 
his newspaper. Velasco is one of the most 

prominent newspaper men in Mexico. 


A Lamp Overturned. 

London, February 15.—A parrafine lamp 
overturned on board the Flushing mail 
steamer, Princess Elizabeth, in Queenboro 
harbor, last evening, setting fire to the 
vessel and killing two persons. The flames 
were extinguished before the ship was 
greatly damaged. 


STREET RAILWAY OFFICERS 


for Violating the Ten- 
Hour Law. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., February 15.—The grand 
jury of Kings county reported in the court 
of sessions this morning that they had 
jointly indicted President Benjamin Nor- 
ton, of the Atlantic Avenue railroad, and 
Superintendent Quinn, of the same com- 
pany, on two charges of violating the ten- 
hour law. The indictments allege that on 
January 12th last Norton and Quinn, act- 
ing together, compelled Jeremiah Desmond 
and James Daly, conductors on their line, 
to work twelve consecutive hours. The 
two workmen went out on strike January 
14th. They furnished the evidence to the 
grand jury. The charges are misdemean- 
ors, punishable by one year’s imprison- 
ment or a fine of $500, or both. 

Norton and Quinn were not in court. 
Judge Moore was displeased because they 
were not. Judge Morris, who appeared 
for them promised to have both men in 
court tomorrow morning and to be ready 
to give bail. 

The grand jury also returned twenty- 
seven indictments against strikers for riot- 
ing, throwing bricks at cars, cutting wires 
and for other acts of violence. In every 
case against strikers presented to them, 
except one, the jury found an indictment. 
Most of the accused were arrested during 
the strike and held in police courts, The 
others will be arrested today. All the twen- 
ty-seven indictments are for felonies. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Young ap- 
plied this morning for an order directing 
Police Justice Quigley to show cause why 
he should not be removed from office for 
showing sympathy with the strikers in 
the way in which he disposed of complaints 
against them. The order was granted and 
made returnable on Monday.

BANISHED FROM THE STATE, 


Sentence Suspended Provided FBad- 
wards Goes Never to Return. 

Columbia, 8. C., February 15.—(Special.)— 
Lawrence Edwards, who was arrested here 
two weeks ago for forgery, was today re- 
leased on condition that he would léeve 
the state and never return. Edwards is a 
young white man of the very best social 
connections, but has borne a bad character 
for a long time. Last spring he was sent 
to the penitentiary for some form of 
swindling, but great pressure was brought 
to bear on Governor Tillman, who par- 
doned him when his sentence of a year 
had been about half served. After a 
month’s freedom, he forged a check in this 
city. He is expected to depart at an early 
hour tomorrow. 


A STEAMER BURNED. 


Lady of the Lake Destroyed at Her 
Wharf at Washington. 


Washington, February 15.—The steamer 
Lady of the Lake was burned at her wharf 
here at an early hour this morning. All 
the water plugs in the vicinity of the 
wharf were frozen and the fireinen had so 
much difficulty in obtaining water that the 
boat could not be saved. The steamer 
was owned by the People’s Transportation 
Company and formerly plied between 
Washington and Norfolk.

A decided sensation was created here today 
when the senate declined to confirm the 
neminaTion of Colonel Wylie C. Tuustall 
4s raflroad commissioner. Governor Oates 
Sent a message to the senate this morning, 
not®ying that body that he hud appointed 
Mr. Ross C. Smith, of Birmingham, and 
Colonel Tunstall to the commissionerships 
expiring this month. Mr. Smith’s appoint- 
ment was promptly confirmed, but, afier 
much deliberation, the senate declined, by 
a vote of 22 to 10, thirteen of the former 
being populists, to confirm Colonel Tun- 
Stall’s fiomination. This has heretofore 
been an unheard of proceeding in this 
state. 

Colonel Tunstall is, perhaps, the mest 
prominent and, heretofore, the most po- 
tential politician in Alabama. He has held 
the ccmmissionership for twelve years, and 
when it was known that the governor had 
nominated him this morning, it was con- 
cluded that that settled it. ‘‘he announce- 
ment of the senate’s action, therefore, 
came like a thunderbolt from a clear sky. 
Colonel Tunstall’s friends have not given 
up, but are working on some scheme to 
Straighten ‘te trouble out. Mr. Smith’s 
appointment is a victory for the young 
men of the state. He is only twenty-eight 
years oid, but is a successful business man 
and an accomplished gentleman. The sal- 
ary is“32,000 per year. The term of office 
is four years. 

Judge Montgomery Elected. 

A joint session of the two houses of the 
feneral assembly today elected Joseph 
H. Montgomery, of Jefferson, judge of the 
inferior criminal court of Birmingham; 
Hutert T. Davis, of Gadsd-2n, solicitor of the 
city court of Gadsder, and Stewart Brooks, 
of Mobiie, solicitor of the newly created 
thirteenth judicial circuit. Mr. Montgomery 
was a member of the legislature, and 
voted for the creating of the office to which 
he was elected. A municipal faction in 
BirmingTiam fought his election, and will 
contest it on the ground of constitution- 
ality, the constitution providing that no 
member of the legislature is eligible to an 
office which he helped to create. Mr. 
Montgomery's friends say they can recon- 


¢cRe his election with the constitutional pvo- 


on. 

The senate has been busy all day on the 
house revenue bill, and has rade numer- 
ous améndments to it of a not very im- 
portant nature. 

The fRiouse tonight, by a vote of 42 to 41, 
concurred in the senate amendment to the 
bill providing for the funding of the state 
debt. The bill that went from the house 
provided tte bonds should be puyable in 
lawful money of the realm. ‘ne senate 
amended by making them payable in gota. 
On the representation that the sitver bonds 
could not be sold@fat a profit, the house over- 
ruled Its former action as stated. Both 
houses adjourned tonight umtil Monday. 
The assembly will adjourn finally Monday 
night. 

Populists Satisfied. 

The house today passed the Sayre contest 
law and the senate amendments to the 
Sayre election law, all of the populists, ex- 
cepting two, voting for them. Mr. Man- 
ning, Mr. Forman and other leading popu- 
lists ‘took occasion to cordially endorse 
both .measures and to congratulate the 
democratic majority that the party in 
power had seen fit to take a decided step 
in ‘tthe direction of fair elections in Ala- 
bama. Tne governor has signified his in- 
tention to sign the bills as svon as they 
are’ presented to him. The contest bill pro- 
vides a fair and simple law for contesting 
state elections, and the amendments to the 
election law remove the objectionable fea- 
tures of that measure. 


He Vetoed the Bill. 


The governor notified the. house of repre- 
sentatives at 10 o’clock tonight that he had 
vetoed the bill requiring the stockhoiders 
of foreign corporations owning stock in 
Alabama railroads to hold their meetings 
in this state. The bill in question is that 
which seeks to determine the contest be- 
tween the Southern and the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton for the possession 
of the Alabama Great Southern, running 
from Chattanooga, Tenn., to Meridian, 
Miss. The governor stated that the bill 
was unconstitutional and cited numerous 
authorities. 

It was apparent at once that the house 
was not satisfied and would attempt to pass 
the bill over the governor’s veto. A motion 
to delay until Monday the consideration of 
the governor’s message prevailed and lob- 
bying was commenced with a vengeance 
again. 

It is regarded as scarcely possible for 
the supporters of the bill to pass it over 
the veto of the executive. The veto knocks 
the Southern out. 

Frank O’Brien on His Muscle. 

In the house tonight, Mr. O’Brien of 
Jefferson, arose to a question of personal 
privilege and stated that the remarks of 
Mr. Montgomery on the floor of the house 
yesterday concerning him were erroneous. 
He said that he had charged that his 
colleague, Mr, Montgomery, had traded 
votes in the house on the alien ruilroad 
bill for votes in the senate on the Birming- 
ham inferior court bill and that he had 
charged Mr. Montgomery with having done 
so. Mr. Montgomery, on the floor yester- 
day, denied both counts. Mr. Montgomery 
was elected judge of the inferior court 
today and resigned his place as representa. 
tive. He was not in the house tonight. 
Later on.in the discussion on the railroad 
bill, Mr. O’Brien referred tp the manner 
in which Mr. Bowman had manipulated 
the votes‘of some of the populists. Mr. 
Johnson, of Lee, took offense and replied 
in a salty speech, intimating that he was 
prepared to forcibly resist tae remarks of 
the gentleman from Jefferson. Mr. O’Brien 
replied in the same strain. Order was re 
Stored, however, and the business proceed- 
ed with. It now appears that Mr. Jackson 
misunderstood the remarks of Mr, O’Brien« 
and no further friction is expected on 

this score. Both houses adjourned at 
midnight. 


People’ Starving at Gadsden. 

Gadsden, Ala., February 15.—(Special,)— 
Snow began falling here at 1 o'clock this 
morning and fell continually all day. at 
night it is still snowing with no signs of 
abating. The snow measures nine inches 
deep with prospects of fully fifteen. There 
is considerable suffering among the poor,

Probably a Murder. 
Huntsville, Ala., February 15.—(Special.)— 
John Roy, a colored minister, was found 
dead six miles east of this city today. He 
was lying by the roadside with his head 
badly bruised. The snow upon which he 
lay gave evidence of a struggle, hence the 
supposition that he was murdered. 


HOW MINISTER GRAY DIED. 


Found Unconcious in His Berth in 
a Sleeping Car. 

St. Louis, Mo., February 15.—A City of 
Mexico special to The Globe-Democrat 
says Isaac P. Gray, United States minister 
to Mexico, who died at 7:05 o’clock last 
evening, arrived yesterday morning from 
Washington, where he had been consult- 
ing the state department regarding the 
pending war between Mexico and Guate- 
mala. The Pullman car conductor found 
him unconscious in his berth at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Upon arrival he was 
carried from the train on a stretcher to 
the American hospital and Dr. Bray at 
once summoned. Dr. Bray informed Mrs. 
Gray that he would not live the day out. 
He remained unconscious until death. 

He had been sick all the way down from 
St. Louis, and when taken to the hospital 
it was found that his lungs were so badiy 
congested that they were nearly set, res- 
piration was slow and the face of the un- 
conscious man was nearly black. 

President Diaz and Hon. Ignacio Mari- 
scal, minister of foreign relations in the 
Mexican cabinet, weree informed at the 
national palace of the death of the Ameri- 
can minister. The chief executive and his 
minister were shocked at the information 
and expressed their deep concern and great 
sorrow at the sudden blow which has 
fallen on one for whom they have always 
held the highest regard. 

When death came there were present 
at the bedside the minister’s wife and son, 
Bayard, attaches of the legation, physi- 
cians and several friends. The body will 
be embalmed and _ probably lie in state 
here for a day after which it will be ship- 
ped to Indianapolis for interment. 

Minister Eustis Sick. 

Mentone, February 15.—Mr. J. B. Eustis. 
Urated States ambassador to France, is ill 
at this palace. When he journeyed south 
from Paris a week ago, in consequence of 
the illness of his daughter, ne caught a 
severe cold, and after his arrival here he 
was attacked with tnflammation @ the 
lungs. The doctors declared his condition 
grave for several days, but today he is pro- 
nounced better. : 

It is learned this evening that Mr. Eustis 
has fully recovered from his indisposition. 
The report of his illness was greatly ex- 
aggerated. His trouble was merely a 
slight attack of bronchitis, which has pass- 
ed away. 


GING MURDER TRIAL. 


A Liveryman Gives in Damaging Evi- 
dence Against Harry Hayward. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Fe®ruary 15.—In the 
ing murder trial, the state was startled 
and the defence given a disagreeable sur- 
prise just before adjournment today. It 
was known that M. D. Wilson, a liveryman, 
could give some important testimony con- 
cerning the case, and, as ihe state did 
not call him, the defense concluded to find 
out what he knew. All along he has 


‘steadfastiy refuséd to teil his stery, aad 


when~he was called today it was expected 
that he would be abic to materiaily heip 
the defense. But he did not. He said lit- 
tle, but the burden of that testimony was 
that he met the carriage in which Miss 
Ging was riding near the spot where Ilixt 
claims to have met the woman and Hay- 
ward on Kenwood boulevard. He also 
testified that there was a man with her, 
and he declared that the,man was Hay- 
ward, and that he had picked him out the 
next morning. 

The defense holds that Hayward knew 
nothing about Miss Ging’s movements that 
night, and had not seen her. Accurding 
to this testimony, Hayward and Miss Ging 
were at the trysting place where Blixt was 
met about 7:30 o’clock p. m. 

Harry Hayward will go on the stand in 
his own behalf next Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, and his lawyers attach a good deal 
of importance to the story he will tell. 
He claims that a long feud has long ex- 
isted between himself and Adry, and that 
long ago all the traces of brotherly feeling 
was eliminated. The defense is contempl- 
ting a sensational turn in events, and it is 
thought that Harry will tell a story im- 
plicating Adry in the plot that will be 
startling in the extreme.

SPORTS SENTENCED. 


Bookmakers Sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary for One Year. 

Jersey City, N. J., February 15.—County 
Court Clerk Dennis McLaughlin. Nicholas 
Crusius and John Carr, of the “Big Four,” 
were sentenced this morning by Justices 
Dixon, Magee and Lippincott, of the su- 
preme court, to pay a fine of $500 and one 
year’s imprisonment at hard labur in the 
penitentiary for maintaining a disorderly 
house at the Guttenburg race track. They 
pleaded guilty a year ago, but the con- 
viction was appealed from. Allen L. Mc- 
Dermett, their counsel, immediately moved 
for a writ of error and stay of execution.

Counsel for Gottfried Walbauri notinea tne 
court fhat his client, who is now in Eu- 
rope, would start for America at once, 
Walbaum was then given the same sen- 
tence as the others, and a writ of error 
also granted in nis case.

Tennessee’s Investigating Committee

Nashville, Tenn., February i5.--(Special.) 
The committee on governor's election was 
tonight divided into four sections, one to 
investigate west and one middle Tennes- 
see and two East Tennessee. They will 
start out next Wednesday.

‘EX-QUBBNLIL'S TRIAL 


Retainers About Her Palace Swear That 
She Knew of the Rebellion, 


SHE WAS SORRY THAT IT FAILED 


Guns Were Buried in Her Garden 
and Bombs Hid There. 


‘NOWLEIN ASSUMES ALL THE BLAME 


He Says That He Planned the Uprising, 
but Did Not Tell the Queen 
of It. 


Honolulu, February 8, via San Francisco, 
February 13.—The trial of the ex-queen 
upon the charge of misprision of treason, 
before a military commission, began on 
the morning of the Sth instant. Over two 
hundred persons were present, a majority 
being ladies, Nothing distinguished the 
entrance of the queen or the proceedings 
from those of any other accused person. 
Her aspect was depressed and ner face 
seemed expressionless. She seemed to lis- 
ten intently to the reading of the charges 
and at its close wiped her eyes. Her coun- 
sel, Paul Neumann, made a series of ob- 
jections to the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission and to trial by its members. All 
these were overruled. 

The charges and specifications were read, 
the accused being permitted to remain 
seated, Neumann then asked for a post- 
ponement for another day before pleading 
to the charges as he had not had time to 
formulate objections to them. He had 
to be counsel for most of the prisoners, 
nearly all the other lawyers being either 
under arrest or else taking testimony from 
the prisoners. 

The case was continued to the next fore- 
noon. The American and British repre- 
sentatives were present as usuwal; also a 
large number of_officials and navai cfficers 
in plain clothes, 

Maintained Her Innocence. 

Second day, February 6.—It was learned 
that from 8 to 9 o’clock on the previous 
morning the ex-queen had been visited by 
Captain Robert Parker, of the police, and 
subjected by him to a trying solicitation 
to make a full confession of her knowledge 
and of what part she took in the late re- 
bellion. He thought such an open avowal 
might secure the release of many of her 
partisans now in prison. He labored with- 
out success. The ex-queen maintained that 
she was innocent of tlhe whole affair 
and laid the blame for the uprising upon 
Samuel Nowlein. He had planned the 
whole business witnout consulting ker at 
all. She became much excited and declared 
that the euthorities had agreed that she 
should not be molested by any person 
except Neumann and Wilson speaking to 
her on these matters, Parker appeared to 
have actetl on his own responsibility in 
the interest of many prisoners. 

Neumann began by objecting on the 
ground that no order convening a military 
commission had been served un the pris- 
oners. 

Major Potter testified fhat a copy of 
such an order was with the papers served. 
Neumann then repeated the same objections 
to the jurisdiction of the commission which 
he had made in ai: his former cases, 
namely: that no act of war now existed 
justifying such a commission; that such 
a tribunal could try only military offenses, 
and treason and misprision of treason 
were offenses against the statute law and 
could only be tried by a jury in a civil 
court, 

Clark’s Testimony. 

The first witness was Charles Clark, who 
had been two years a retainer at Washing- 
ton palace. On the night of January 3d 
over thirty armed guards were there. Their 
arms were dug up out of the yard between 
6 and 7 o'clock p. m, They had been buried 
there last year when a report arose that 
Washington palace was to be searched 
Two watches were set of sixteen or seven- 
tecn men each. Witness was informed by 
Nowlein that a movement was to be made 
at 1 o’clock a. m. that night and was or- 
dered by him to hold Washington palace 
against all comers. Bombs were to be used 
against any attacking force. 

At midnight the arms were reburied, as 
Nowlein had come and told them that the 
movement was off. On Sunday, the 6th, 
Nowlein ordered him to get ready, as the 
movement was to be made at 6 o’clock 
a. m. on Monday. The arms were again 
dug up and the men armed. Witness met 
the accused at 7 o’clock Sunday evening 
and told her of the expected movement. 
She replied that Nowlein had told her and 
she hoped it would be a success. That 
night he saw the government soldiers as- 
night and told the accused. She said 
she was sorry. 

‘he bombs were then exhibited in court. 
Witness stated that iron bombs were 
brought to Washington palace the Sunday 
before New Years by Nowlein. 

The second witness was Jacob Kaauwal, 
who has been two years a retainer at 
Washington palace. On Friday morning, 
January 4th, the accused asked him what 
the news was of last night. He told her 
the business ha@ been unsuccessful. 

The following Sunday night the guns 
were distributed to the guards again. Some 
times Nowlein and sometimes the accused 
gave witness orders as to @is duties about 
the palace. 

Her Secretary’s Evidence. 

William Kaae, the ex-queen’s secretary, 
repeated his former testimony as to hav- 
ing engrossed eleven commissions for the 
accused. As he finished one she looked it 
over and signed it. He also copied @ form 
of constitution for the monarchy not long 
before he copied the commissions, near 
the end of December, last. He gave the 
constitution to Nowlein. On the night of 
January 3d, he saw thirty or forty armed 
men guarding Washington palace. He un- 
derstood arms were to be landed at Ka- 
kaako to restore the monarchy under Lili- 
uokalani, She told him the commissions 
were déstroyed the morning after the trou- 
ble at Walikaiki. He helped the officials 
search for them the morning after she was 
arrested. 

Samuel Nowlein took the stand. He re- 
peated his former testimony of planning 
and executing the uprising. He had a con- 
vergation w'th the queen before starting 
about the intended uprising at Kakaak®. 
He told her he would do something that 
night which he would explain later on. Af- 
ter learning Friday morning that arms 
had been landed beyond Diamond head, he 
told the queen about it. She said she was 
sorry it had not come off. 

Cross-examined the witness declared that 
he did not, after New Years, tell the queen 
anything about the time, place or manner 
of the uprising. Friday morning he spoke 
to her of the failure of the undertaking. 
She said she had heard of it. He told the 
queen nothing of a new pian of uprising 
from Waikaiki. 

Mr. W. O. Smith, attorney general, testi- 
fie® that the uprising was entirely upex- 
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The first intimation was toward 
night on Sunday that arms had been land- 
ed at Bertlemans. Only flying rumors had 
been previously received, Men were out in 
every direction, but nothing definite could 
be learned. Nothing was seen of any vet 
sel. 

The government closed its case at I 
o’clock a. m. 

Impeaching Clark. 

Mr. Neumann, for the accused, then 
called twelve well known resiaents of 
Honolulu, all but one of whom testified to 


a long acquaintance with Charles Clark, — 


the ex-queen’s retainer. They testified that 


his reputation for truth and veracity was 


bad and that they would not believe him 
upon oath if it was for his interest to lie. 

On the 8th the court required several pas- 
sages in the ex-queen’s statement to be 
stricken out before it could be admitted to 
the record. 

Mr. Neumann spoke for an hour, main- 
taining that the evidence failed entirely to 
prove in the accused any knowledge what~- 
ever of the uprising, Judge Advocate Kin- 
ney responded for forty-five minutes, - 
ing with derision the possibility of her ig- 
norance, with the chief conspirator, Now- 
lein, living under her roof, and of the doc- 
uments passing back and forth between 
her and Gulick, relating to the establish- 
ment of the new government at the very 
time when Waunpolo was prepared to land 
the arms and the insurrection was ripe. 

The trial closed at 2:30 o’clock, p. m. An 
order empowering the marshal to execute 
the sentence of the military commissioner 
i See pushed rapidly through the coun- 
cils. 

The Queen's Statement. 

On the last day of the trial a long state- 
ment, written by the ex-queen, was read 
in court. In it she sata. 

“The movement undertaken by the Ha- 
waiians last month was 
menced without my knowledge, sanction or 
assistance, directly or indirectly, and this 
fact is, in truth, well known to those who 
took part in it. I received no in 
from any one in regard to which men W 
or which were not, to be procured, nor 
any men who were inducea, or to be in- 
duced, to join in any such uprising. I do 
not know why this information should have 
been withheld from me unless it was with 
a view to my personal safety, Or as @ pre- 
cautionary measure. It would not have 
received my sanction and I can assure the 
gertlemen of this commission that had t 
known of any such intention I would have 
dissuaded the promoters from such @ ven- 
ture. But I will add that had I known 
their secrets they would have been mine 
and would have been inviolately pre- 
served.”’ 

“That I intended to change my cabinet 
and to appoint certain officers of the king- 
dom in the event of my restoration, I will 
admit, but that I, or mee known to 
me, had, in part or in whole, established 
a new government is not true. Before the 
“4th, of January, 1895, the day upon which 
I formally abdicated and called upon my 
people to recognize the republic of Hawaii 
as the only lawful government of these 
islands, and to support that 
I claim that I had the right to select @ 
cabinet in anticipation of @ 
and the history of other governments sup- 
port this right, I was timidated 
into abdicating, but followed the counsels 
of able and generous friends and 
wishers, who advised me that such an 
would restore peace and good will among 
my people, vitalize the progress and J 
perity of the islands, and induce the 
government to deal leniently, 
and charitably, impassionately 
who resorted to arms for thé 
displacing a government in 
tion of which they had no 
and which they themselves had 
lished by force of arms. 

“T acted of my own free will 
the world to know that I have asked no 
immunity or favor for myself, nor pleaded 
my abdication as a petition for merey. 
My actions ere dictated by the sole aim 
of doing good to my beloved country gnd 
alleviating the positions and pains of those 
who unhappily and unwisely resorted to 
arms to regain am independence which 
they thought had been unjustly wrested 
from them. As you deal with them, sal 
pray that the Almighty God may deal with 
you in your hours of trial. 

“To my régret much has been said about. 
the danger which has threatened foreign 
women and children, and about th® blood. 
thirstiness of Hawaiians, and the out- 
rages which would have been perpetrated 
by them if they had succeeded in their 
attempt to overthrow the republic. Those 
who know the Hawaiian temper and dis- 
position understand that there is no found. 
ation for such fears. The behavior of the 
rebels to those foreigners whom they cap- 
tured and held, showed that there was no 
malignancy in the hearts of the Hawalians 
at ali. It would have been sad indeed, if 
the doctrine of the Christian missionary 
fathers, taught to my people by them 
and those who succeeded them, should have 
fallen like the seed in the parable, upon 
barren ground. , 

“J must deny your right to try me in 
this manner and by a court which you have 
called together for this purpose. In your 
actions you violate your own constitution 
and laws, which are now the constitution 
and laws of the land. There may be in 
vour consciences a warrant for your ac- 
tion, in what you may deem a necessity 
of the times, but you cannot find any such 
warrant for any such action in any set- 
tiled, civilized or Chytstian land. All who 
uphold you in this unlawful proceeding may 
scorn and despise my words, but the offense 
of breaking and setting aside the specitic 
purpose of the laws of your own nation ard. 
disregarding all justice and fairness may

AN OLD BELL TURNED UP. 


Found Ten Feet Below the Surface 
in Florida. 

Lantana, Fla., Fetauary 15.—(Special.)— 
An ancient Spanish bell was unearthed by 
the dredge boat Matanzas today in, the 
canal about twelve miles south of Lake 
Worth. The Matanzas is cutting through 
an open savannah of black muck, her shov- 
el penetrating ten feet below the surface. 

‘The bell was thrown out in a big shovel 
full of soil weighing over a ton, and was 
left high and dry on the bank of the canal. 
Captain Fromberger, of the steam tug 
Denny, which acts as a tender to the Ma- 
tanzas, happened to see the bell as it fell 
from the shovel and seoured it. It is of 
brass, about nineteen inches high and four- 
teen inches across at the bottom, and con- 
tains several inscriptions in Spanish which 
cannot be read until the metal has been 
cleaned carefully. 

The most plausible theory of how the 
bell came to be lodged in such a strange 
place is that many years ago when Lake 
Worth extended much farther south than 
it does now, and when there was an inlet 
from the sea at the south end of the Lake 
instead of at the north end, as at present, 
a Spanish sailing vessel came into the in- 
let for refuge from a storm, and sank sub- 
sequently in what was then the lake but 
what is now a bed of dried vegetable mat- 
ter nearly twenty feet deep, It is believed 
that when the dredge goes through the 
canal to level the bottom and sides, the 
shovel will strike the timbers of the sun- 
ken hull unless sufficient time has elapsed 
to completely rot the wood. Captain 
Fromberger will present the bell to Mr. J.

What the jury about the public 
schools of the city und county is also 
hichly interesting, and a remarkable. state- 
ment is made relative to the amount of 
taxes paid by the negroes of Bibb, and the 
galaries they receive as teachers in the 
public schools. The jury says: 

“In our opinion the system of public 
schools prevailing in this county has no 
superior in the state. We find the books 
of the superintendent neatly and correctly 
kept. The cost for maintenance for 154 
we find to be $70,412.82. Of this amount 
$43,000 was appropriated by the. county com- 
missioners, and the balance. was mainly 
reccived from state appropriation and poll 
tax. We find the total number of white 
schools in the city to be 10; in the county, 
19. Colored schools in the city, 7; in coun- 
ty, 14. White teachcrs employed, 89%; col- 
ored teachers, 40. The total school popu- 
lation in the county from ages of 6 to 18 
years is 12,594. Of this number at least 
® per cent enjoy the benefits of the schools. 
We find that the average cost per month 
for the education of each pupil during 1894 
to have been $1.08. An interesting fact was 
developed in our examination, as we found 
that the total taxes paid by the colored 
population to be about 8,000, whilst the sal- 
aries paid to the colored peuple alone ex- 
ceeded this amount by about 12% per cent. 
Heretofore, Bibb county has reserved its 
poll tax for School support, amounting to 
about $2,700 per annum, but under a recent 
general law of the state the poll tax is 
pro rated throughout the state; Bibb coun- 
ty’s schools will receive this year a much 
less sum. We recommend that our repre- 
sentatives in the legislature make an effort 
to amend the law to the effect that Bibb 
county's tax will, as heretofore, go to the 
suppost of its own schools.” 

The jury pays a high compliment to Pro- 
fessor D. L. Abbott, the superintendent of 
the public schools. They speak admiringly 
and enthusiastically of his splendid work. 

The books of the various county officers 
were examined and found correct. The 
jury says: 

“We found that the county commission- 
ers expended about $3,500 per annum in 
meal tickets to the poor. We do not desire 
to be considered uncharitable, but from 
a close examination of bills accompanying 
these tickets for payment we found that 
the greater portion wore from bar keepers 
or stores with a bar attachment, thus lead- 
ing us to conclude that the tickets were 
not used for meals. We consider the sys- 
tem faulty, and in “@& measure that the 
charity of the county is misapplied.

WILL REDUCE THE ACREAGE. 


The Farmers of Elbert County on the 
Right Line. 

Elberton, Ga., February 15.—After an in- 
terview with many farmers who came from 
different parts of the county, The Elberton 
Star says: 

We can safely say the cotton acreage 
will be greatly reduced and that scarcely 
any guano will be used unless the spring- 
time brings a great change among the 
planters. Every farmer interviewed with 
one exception proposed to reduce the cot- 
ton acreage one-third; and that they would 
not use commercial fertilizer. The decrease 
in acreage, and discarding the use of fer- 
tilizers will reduce the crop in this county 
ov per cent. 

After gleaning these facts from the farm- 
ers a Star reporter interviewed some -of 
the leading merchants of Elberton, partic- 
ularly those who do a large credit business, 
asking each this question: ‘‘Which would 
you prefer to sell goods to on credit, every- 
thing else being equal, a farmer who 
raises all his supplies at home with cotton 
as a surplus, or one that buys all his 
meat, corn, flour, etc., and raised all cot- 
ton ?’’ 

Without a single exception they said: 
“Give me as a customer a farmer who 
lives at home. I don’t care to continue bus- 
iness with the all-cotton farmer. Ninety 
per cent of the accounts carried over by 
the merchants are against the all-cotton 
farmer.’’

Elberton, Ga., February 15.—(Special.)—The 
board of county commissioners, - whose

Fusionists Have a Sharp Debate

of corporations created by the legislature 
to be sworn; to relieve building and loan 
associations from any unjust contracts 
and permit them to issore insurance poli- 
cies; to appropriate $5,000 to the state fair; 
to require schools, colleges and churches to 
be incorporated by superior court clerks; 
to establish a training school for feeble- 
minded children; to incorgorate the Eliza- 
bethtown, Chadbourn and Abbottsburg rail- 
way; to define qualifications of train dis- 
paichers. 

Bilis were passed requiring all checks, 
due bills and scrip issueqby corporations 
payable in cash at the hoiders’ option and 
protecting ‘holders of free insurance policies 
by making a judgment a Hen on the com- 
pany’s real and personal property; to place 
the direct tax fund balance in the getate 
treasury to the credit of the public school 
fund. 

A personal debate with hot words be- 
tween fusionists arose on the bill to transfer 
Mitchell county from the eighth to the ninth 
congressional district. In the course of this 
bitter attacks were made on @ungressman- 
elect Richmond Pearson, whose republican- 
ism was denied and who was termed a pol- 
lywog. The bill passed. An order was 
made that after February 25th no appropria.- 
tion bills are to be received. 

The senate committee this evening de- 
cided to favorably report a bill abolishing 
the new Hanover and Mecklenburg crimi- 
nal court circuit, and to create a new one 
composed of those counties and Craven, 
isdgecombe, Wake, Halifax, with one judge 
at a 32,000 salary and with no solicitors,those 
of the superior court being required to act. 
It was decided to unfavorably report the 
bill to establish the geological survey.

blers. The national credit is deeply 
involved in the rate of interest paid on 
the nation’s securities, and this credit 
Mr. Cleveland has deliberately ignored 
by his secret dicker with the agents of 
the British gold gamblers. We say “de- 
liberately’, in the absence of explana- 
tion. If there is any explanation we 
Shall be glad to give Mr. Cleveland the 
benefit of it. 


A Blackmailing Scheme, 

We presume that the cuckoos who, 
against their own convictions, may feel 
themselves compelled to defend Mr. 
Cleveland's gold bond scheme, will 
Claim that if the scheme had been en- 
dorsed by congress, it would have re- 
sulted in a saving to the people of 
$16,000,000 during the next thirty years, 
The answer to this is that the whole 
scheme, in its intention and concep- 
tion, Was in the nature of a blackmail- 
ing operation in the interest of the ele- 
ment that is growing rich out of the 
increased purchasing power that the 
Single gold standard is conferring on 
the money they are hoarding. .The rep- 
resentatives of the people refused to 
permit their constituents to be black- 
mailed, and that is the end of the mat- 
ter so far as this congress is concerned. 
The alternative proposed to congress 
by Myr. Cleveland may be very simply 
stateé. In effect he said: “You gentle- 
men seem to be opposed to the single 
gold standard. Very well. If you don't 
accept it for at least thirty years, I 
propose to levy an additional tax of 
$16,000,000 on the people that they 
would not have to pay if you would 
accept gold monometallism for thirty 
vears,”’ 

That was the ulfimatum, and if con- 
gress had accepted it, that body would 
have gone down to history as the most 
infamous assembly of representatives 
that ever pretended to represent the 
people. 

To save sixteen millions in the course 
of thirty years, the people’s representa- 
tives were asked to endorse a scheme 
that would have tied the country to 
gold monometallism. The country has 
already lost untold billions by the op- 
erations of this system, and while six- 
teen millions might have been saved 
by accepting the blackmailing condi- 
tions proposed to congress, the people 
would have lost billions in the further 
shrinkage of values and prices and in 
the general depression of business oc- 
casionedl by making gold the only unit 
of account and measure of value. 

The Constitution regrets that there 
was even one Georgia congressman 
ready to endorse this scandalous propo- 
sition, and, at the same time, thanks 
heaven that there was only one. With 
the sole exception of Mr. Turner the 
representatives of The people of Geor- 
cia in congress stood by the interests of 
their constituents and by the principles 
of their party. This fact shows that 
all the efforts that have been made to 
induce Georgia’s representatives to en- 
dorse the financial views of John Sher- 
man and the republicans, have been 
futile. We congratulate these Georgia 
congressmen and we congratulate the 
democrats of Georgia on this gratifying 
condition of affairs. So long as the 
democratic representatives remain true 
to their obligations and to their party 
principles, just so long will there be 
lively hopes of a revival of party har- 
mony and a renewal of party strength. 


Small Mills in the South, 

The New York Journal of Commerce, 
in a recent issue, had a column and a 
half on the subject of small cotton 
mills in the south.. Our contemporary 
admits that the bulk of the manufacture’ 
of coarse cotton goods is bound to be 
transferred from New England to the 
southern states. Beyond this the New 
York paper does not attempt to look. 

The southward movement of the east- 
ern mills started abcut two years ago, 
and since that time it has been exhaus- 
tively discussed from many points of 
view in the leading newspapers of the 
country. But in all this discussion noth- 
ing has been said concerning the effect 
of this transfer upon the existing cot- 
ton manufacturing industry of the 
south. This phase of the matter has 
doubtless presented itself to our mill 
owners, but in the east it has been 
passed over as a thing of minor import- 
ance. 

In the south the cotton manufacturing 
industry is made up of a large number 
of small units, and it is rather surpris- | 
ing that our little mills have been able 
to compete successfully with the great 
corporations of the east, which have 
held the trade of the country for gen- 
erations. Perhaps it is not generally 
known that out of about 400 mills in 
the south only four have as many as 
50,000 spindles each, and the largest of 
these has only 65,000 spindles. More 
than one-half of our mills have less than 
10,000 spindles each, and only twenty- 
five out of the 400 have as many as 
25,000 spindles apiece. 
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principal sites of cotton manufacturing 
in this section. These three states have 
about three-fourths of the mills of the 


south and about two-thirds of our 
Spindles. In North Carolina there 
are many mills of small capac- 
ity, and in the past four years 
fully 100 of them have been erect- 
ed. Out of 124 North Carolina mills 


ehumerated {n a textile directory, sev- 
enty-three are credited with less than 
5,000 spindles each; fifty-one have less 
than 8,500; thirty-eight have betweeu 
5,000 and 10,000 spindles; nine have be- 
tween 10,000 and 15,000; two have be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000, and only one 
has 30,000 spindles. Most of the mills 
are well-equipped with modern ma- 
chinery, and they have all paid good 
dividends. 

Sonth Carolina differs essentially from 
the Old North State in the size of her 
mills, Iler forty-eight mills have 
double the average of the spindles in 
North Corolina, and two of the mills 
run up to between 50,000 and 75,000 
spindles, 

Cieorgia ocenpies an iutermediate po- 
sition between the two Carolinas. Of: 
our sixty-two mills in the textile direc- 
tory the average is 8,748 spindles each. 
No mill in the state has 50,000 spindles, 
2nd forty-five out of the sixty-two mills 
have than 10,000 spindles. The 
Journal of Commerce goes on to say:

Very briefiy. Out of the 175 mills in Massa- 
chusetts, operating 6,534,086 spindles, or 


f&bout one-third of the total for the entire 
country, there are 62 mills that have less 
than 10,000 spindles each, and 19 of these 
have lers than 3,500 each. But there are 54 
mills that have upwards of 50,000 spindles 
each, and of this number 14 have from 75,- 
GWU to 100,000; 14 have 100,000 to 150,000; three 
have from 150,000 to 200,000, and one has 
220,000 spindles. The 18 mills that have 
1,000 Or more spindles each have an ag- 
gregate of 52,592 looms and 2,284,596 spindles, 
Or about one-seventh of all the looms and 
about one-eighth of all the spindles in the 
country. There are 1,077,996 spindles in 66 
cotton mills in Connecticut, or an average 
Of 16,383 mill. In 85 Rhode Island cot- 
ton mills there are 2,068,928 spindles, or 24,- 


per 


240 per miil. Twenty-five cotton mills in 
Maine contain %60,854 spindles, or 38,433 to 
the mill. Twenty-nine mills in New Hamp- 
shire have 1,343,708 spindles, or an average 
of 44,957 to each mill, the largest average 
of any state. The larerest cotton mill in 
the countrcy--the Amoskeag, with = 10,000 
looms and 290,000 spindles--is located at 
Manchester, and there are four other mills 
in the state that have upwards of 100,000 
spindles each, Thirty-one mills in these 
four New England sates, operating 100,000 
or more epindles each, have an aggregate 


of 4.690 looms and 3,884,445 spindles. This 
is 25 per cent of all the cotton looms and 
2i per cent of all the cutton spindles in the 
eountry. 

Summarizing this analysis of cotton mill 
equipment the result is shown in form Con- 
venient for comparisons, as follows:

Seventeen councils of the American Pro- 
tective Associgtion in Chicago, - represented 
by delegates at a convention, held at 180 
twenty-second street, yesterday, renounced 
allegiance to the organization and adopted 
a declaration of principles and resolutions 
in which the proscription of Catholics 
forms no part.

The Consolidated 
kept its track clearing force at work all 
night, but the snow fell almost as rapidly 
as it was shoveled off.

-Cer- 
tainly, to say the least, many of them 
looked as if they were in need, but just 
as many of them looked fat and hearty. 

One old negro fellow had a queer request 
to make yesterday morning. It was hu- 
morous, but there was a touch of pathos 
in it. It seems that he has a wife who is 
crippled, and who uses crutches to get 
about on. He has always been a thrifty 
old negro, and despite the fact that he 
has a wocden leg, has managed to make a 
fair living for his wife and himself. He 
had laid by a good store of provisions for 
the cold spell, but three weeks was longer 
than he had anticipated. Night before 
last his wife was taken ill and he had to 
heat some water for her. The little bit 
of fuel in the house was not sufficient to 
bring it to the boiling point. The old negro 
took his peg leg and split it into kindling 
wood. The sacrifice may have had some 
influence on the water, at any rate it was 


quickly heated up. 

Yesterday the old fellow was at the 
Charitable Association. He walked into 
town on his wife’s crutches, using his one 
leg the best he could. But he never reach- 
ed the counter of the association’s office. 
He accosted a well-dressed gentleman 
who had evidently gone into the office to 
make a donation. The old negro remoyec 
his hat respectfully and told his story. 

“An’. ef yer please, boss,’ he continued, 
“ef dey’s anudder peg dat you know’s uv, 
why, bless gracious, boss, ef yer kin put 
yer han’s on it I'll be mighty thankful.”

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SET OLD TIMERS TALKING. 


Yesterday's Snow Was the Heaviest 
Fall Ever Seen South. 

When the snow began to sift down short- 
ly after 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 
everybody had a contempt for it. 

It was an ordinary, every day kind of 
shnow-—-just such a snow as has frequently 
fallen during southern winters. In fact, 
it was only regarded, despite the heavy 
clouds, as one of those ‘‘flurries’’ predict- 
ed in yesterdays morning’s weather re- 
port. 

It was not long before great, fleecy, sail- 
ing flakes began to flutter doWn amidst 
the smaller snow. They were snowflakes 
that seemed to possess decided individual- 
ity. They were timid at first and softly 
tumbled and turned until they rested upon 
the foot-marked snow with feathery air- 
iness. The large snow flakes increased in 
number until they entirely drove the small- 
er ones away and came down steadily and 
determinedly. 

Sometimes a large one would make any 
number of gyeations as if to show its su- 
periority over even the great flakes that 
fluttered in front of the breezes and fast 
covered the darker ground snow. Now and 
then one would float nearly to the ground, 
take a sudden upward turn and then just 
as erratically smash itself upon the fresh- 
cleaned pavement. The fall seemed end- 
less. In an hour an inch thickness had 
Even the “old inhab-

abated. The entire city received a blanket- 
ing. Not a whit the less rapidly was the 
snow falling at the end of four hours, nor 
had the flakes diminished in size. 

The weather bureau was appealed to by 
many, while others telephoned the differ- 
ent newspapers. Nothing short of a snow- 
under would be the result if it continued. 
The cars had stopped running. The snow 
was still falling with prospects of-a con- 
tinuance for some hours. 

The “old inhabitant’ could stand it no 
longer. He put on his overcoat and arctics 
and sauntered out to talk about it. The 
first man he met he stopped and told him 
tn tones that betokened genuine alarm that 
“this beats the snow of 1864.” 

For six hours yesterday the snow fell 
at an average rate of an inch an hour. 
It is possible that when the snow stops the 
amount that will have fallen will not be 
as much as has been recorded) heretofore 
in the south, but for those six hours At- 
lanta experienced the heaviest snowfall 
of its history. 

It Caught the Town. 

Certainly there was excuse for uncon- 
ventional behavior. Middle-aged folks 
caught the spirit of the occasion, and the 
younger women and boys enjoyed the snow 
to its utmost extent. 

The snow looked tempting in its soft 
whiteness and many a good-natured tussle 
was brought about. Two men, neither of 
them under forty, indulged in behavior 
that, but for the snow, would have been 
regarded as bordering on insanity. 

“I can wallow you,” said the larger of 
the two. 

“Not much,” replied the other. 

At it they went and in a twinkling ofan 
eye a crowd had gathered to see the fun. 
The smaller one was victorious and his 
more portly friend came up smiling, de- 
spite a collar full of snow. 

There was snowballing galore. The young 
ladies were good snowballers, too. At one 
store on Whitehall street several young 
women refused to let any one go into or 
out without pelting them with stoutly- 
made, well-directed snowballs. All pass- 
ersby were made victims of the various 
snowballing parties and there. were several 
gauntliets that had to be run between the 
railroad and Hunter street on Whitehall. 

Wanted to Enjoy the Snow. 

A number of people carried umbrellas 
to ward off the snow and make it more 
comfortable. But there were many who 
rather énjoyed the novelty of such a heavy 


with such. 

There were any number of young ladies 
Out walking without an umbrella. They 
appeared to like the falling snow immense- 
ly and did not fail to show their contempt 
for a man who would have recourse to ar- 
Tificial means for protection in such a “de- 
lightfully sweet” snow as this. 

Umbrellas, however, saved a number of 
silk tiles and proved protectors against 
snowballing parties. The snowballers hid 
in stairways and made sudden and unex- 
pected sallies at the passerby and fied 
quickly after using all the ammunition in 
their possession.

Where the Snow Proved Dangerous.

These places were quickly hidden by the 
fast-falling snow, which was of such a 
yielding nature, however, that it did not 
prevent the glassy surface beneath from 
being easily reached by a 1iootstep.

A NEW RECORD MADE.

The record of eighteen years, as pre- 
served at the weather bureau, was broken 
by the snowstorm yesterday afternoon. 

It was the heaviest snowfall ever known 
in this section of the country. The win- 
ter of 1864 was one of marked severity, but

This includes only the fresh snow that 
fell yesterday afternoon. Added to this 
fully 2.5 inches of snow and sleet already 
covered the ground, making the total depth 
of snow about nine inches. ;

A Talk with the Weather Man. 

Captain George E. Hunt, the clever bu- 
reau director, who understands his busi- 
ness about as well as any man in the ser- 
vice, looked wut of the window yesterday 
afternoon at the fast falling snowflakes 
and, turning to one of the men in the 
office, said: 

“This is about the heaviest snowstorm 
Atlanta has ever had, I guess.” 

rie had not consulted the records at the 
time this observation was made, but a 
subsequent examination proved his con- 
jecture to be correct. 

At a late hour last night Captain Hunt 
was still at his desk. 

“It is still coming down,” said he, “but 
the worst of the storm is over. The first 
intimation we had of its approach was 
a slight snowfall in southern Texas. Re- 
ports from Corpus Christi, San Antonio, 
Palestine and Galveston supplied the first 
data that came to the bureau.” 

Captain Hunt then described the progress 
of the storm: 

“Beginning in lower Texas the progress 
of the storm has been in an easterly di- 
rection along the gulf of Mexico. The 
snow that fell during the early part of 
the week covered the main body of the 
continent, but left a margin along the 
gulf. The present snowfall has complete- 
ly covered this margin with the exception 
of a small part of the Florida peninsula, 
and the continent, therefore, from ocean 
to ocean, is completely under the dominion 
of the snow king. Reports from Vicksburg, 
Miss., show that nearly an inch of snow 
has fallen at that point. In New Orleans 
the snowfall has probably reached eight 
inches, and at Mobile the depth of the 
snow is six inches.’’

at this time last year. Liverpool was tirm- 
ér on the spot, but without quotable change, 
and the sales were only 8,000 bales.. Futures 
advanced %@1 point, but lost this and closed 
14 point lower and barely steady. In Man- 
chester yarns were irregular and cloths dull, 
New Orleans advanced 1 point, but lest this 
and declined 2 points. The recvipts there to- 
morrow are estimated at 4,000 to 6,000 
against 8,081 last Saturday and 7,548 last 
year. Liverpool stock is steadily increasing. 
New York advanced 1@3 points early in 
the day owing to a slight advance in Liver- 
pool and a fear that next week's receipts, 
owing to cold weather and snowstorms 
this week, may be small, but later on the 
receipts today and for the past week reach. 
ing pretty liberal figures, and Liverpool 
showing signs of a reaction, the early ad- 
vance here was lost and a decline of 32 
points ensued, part of which was recovered 
and the close was dull, but steady, with 
sales of 77.300. Spot cotton here was dull 
and weak, but without quotable change. In 
the absence of sales the southern markets 
were generally quiet and unchanged. The 
defeat of the gold bond resolution in the 
house yesterday does not encourage busi- 
ness men here. In the meantime trade is 
dull, and there is little life in speculation. 
It is for the most part a professional mar- 
ket, the trading being still for small turns 
either way, and most operators are inclin- 
ed to await further developments before 
materially increasing their obligations on 
either side of spechlation.

It is contend- 
ed by some that the receipts next week 
are likely 'to be small on account of the 
cold weather and snow stcrms at the south, 
but this seemed to be neither here nor 
there today, and, in fact, it is a scalping 
market, suggesting of swapping jackets or 
trading jack knives.

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WILL IT BE COMPLETED? 

Mr. Hendrix Makes a Strong Argu- 
ment for the Buoys’ High School. 
The Boys’ High school question is still 

a live one. Members of the board of edu- 

cation are very anxious to see the council 

do something to start the work and have 
the building completed this year. 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix, an earnest member of 
the board, Wants to see the building com- 
pleted as early as it can be done. He is 
moving everything possible to secure that 
end. He was asked about the prospect of 
the work being completed this year yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Hendrix said he had never doubted 
that the building would be completed. “I 
have,’’ said he, ‘‘an abiding faith that the 
right thing will be done and feel that 
the mayor and council will not let small 
difficulties stand in the way when the edu- 
cation of the young men of the city is at 
Stake. Their education is of more import- 
ance than any enterprise that could be 
projected. Im mixing with the people 1 
have found two or three persons who have 
even Suggested the thought of delay, there- 
fore 1 am certain that a very large ma- 
jority of the citizens favor the completion 
of the building. 

“We have tne old Southern Medical col- 
lege rented until September, but am re- 
liably informed by parties interested that 
the lease cannot be extended. We have 
been paying $1,500 ‘annual rental. This is 
4 per cent on £37,500, and $83,000 would 
enable the school board to complete the 
building.’’ 

“Can the city borrow money or bind suc- 
ceeding administrations?” Mr, Hendrix 
was asked. 

“That question has often been raised, 
but in every case where there was a neces- 
sity for doing a thing the arrangements 
have always been made; and, as I have 
said, I am confident they will be made in 
this case.”’ 

“It has been said that the board of ed- 
ucation undertook this building without 
the approval of the city council.” 

“Well, I don’t know what would be called 
the approval of the city council. In the 
school board, and present at the meeting 
when the board ordered the contract 
closed, was Mayor Goodwin, D. A. Beatie, 
then chairman of the committee on public 
schools in the city council, and Mr. Hirsch, 
then a councilman, now an alderman, They 
all endorsed the action of the board, and 
Mayor Goodwin, whom everybody knows 
to be so scrupulously careful about doing 
an illegal thing, suggested some modifica- 
tions to be made in the contract, and they 
were promptly accepted. So, you see, there 
was perfect harmony then, as there has al- 
ways been, between the school board and 
the city council. You see it would be a 
very serious condition of things for our 
Boys’ High school to be suspended. The 
boys of wealthy parents might go off and 
continue their course of study, but the 
majority of the patrons of the school 
would not be able to send their boys off, 
and they might be entirely deprived of g 
high school education. The board of edu- 
cation saw last year what we were com- 
ing to, and realized thag to wait until the 
spring of this year Pore beginning the 
building it could not Ze completed in time 
for the fall session. We have the founda- 
tion in and the first story about up. The 
contractor has a large quantity of material 
on the ground that will be seriously in- 
jured if allowed to stand another year. 
Therefore, I cannot conceive of how we 
can allow the matter to go over. A _ part 
of the money paid this year, the balance 
could be carried over, and I am sure this 
course would be endorsed by the taxpay- 
ers if an opportunity were-p’ven them. 

“The teachers of our public schools are 


paid smaller salaries than any other em- 


ployes of the city government. A ma- 
jority of the white teachers are paid less 
galaries than that paid the negro janitor 
at the city hall—he geta $600 annually. 
while the majority, in fact, all the white 
teachers, except the principals, get from 
$500 to $600, and yet a teacher must be 
educated and able to control, train and 
teach our children, and get less pay than 
a common negro laborer. Now, do you 
think these salaries can be cut? 

“The public schools really cost the city 
no more than the fire department. ere 
is no eomplaint about that department, 
notwithstanding that our insurance has 
not been reduced. But aj! these thin
